Henry, late governor general of Porto 
Rico, compared the Porto Ricans to tho 
North American Indians, saying that 
nothing wan done for the Indians until 
they began to cause the government 
trouble. 
He said iu part: 
"Porto Rico is the only one of our ac­ 
quired possessions which has given us 
no trouble -coming to us willingly, anx­ 
ious to be rill of the Spanish yoke of op­ 
pression, 
We should aid them in every 
possible way to become Americanized, 
which can only be by the adoption of J 
our laws and met lexis and being edn-! 
rated. 
Upon the latter depends the suc­ 
cess of the island. 
As only 14 per cent 
can read and write, it will be easily I 
seen how much there is in this direction 
lo be done and the great responsibility I 
put upon us to change this ignorance 
into intelligence, 
“Vie must work with the children, ' 
they are bright and anxious to learn. 
The system of schools, on paper,is good— j 
in practice poor—owing fcothemethod of 
teaching. 
There are no school houses, 
children being taught in rooms where | 
the teachers live. 
The latter are more 
than poorly paid, for the general com­ 
plaint was nonpayment by municipali­ 
ties. 
“The island is divided into districts 
with an American in charge. 
At San 
Juan, a part of the day’s lesson is in 
English. 
At Ponce, there is a school of 
s* .a 800 children taught by American 
ladies, but this in not a drop in the 
bucket, when we think of an island of 
nearly a million souls, upon whom edu­ 
cation would not be wasted and is of 
vital importance.
